McMahon, contractors, Ennis, for the firm 
of Messrs. L. Jordan and Company, Ltd., 
of Leicester, England, who had previously 
registered in the Free State a company, of 
which the directors are Messrs. W. Chap- 
man (managing director), 8. McCram and 
L. Devlin, of Dublin. The operatives 
work under ideal conditions, in an atmo- 
sphere perfectly lighted and ventilated. 

e wall Sine is of concrete and masonry, 
and is roofed with asbestos cement cor- 
rugated sheets, supported on a steel 
framework. By the use of patent glazing 
maximum daylight is assured. Current 
from the Shannon scheme provides electric 
light and motive power for the various 
machines. Ventilation is on the latest 
modern lines, with central heating for 
the winter period and electric fans for 
the summer, There are separate cloak- 
rooms and wash-rooms for both sexes. 
The total floor space is between 25,000 
and 26,000 square feet, all of which is 
finished with three-quarter-inch granite 
mastic asphalt to prevent dust. 


WORK BEGUN 


Actual operations in the mills com- 
menced, on 12th February last with the 
manufacture of boot and shoe laces, 
elastic braids and loom webs, and cork 
insoles.

winding machines, and warping machines

FIVE-YEAR PLAN 


Discussing extension of the activities of 
the mills and future employment, Mr. 
Chapman, managing director, said, in an 
interview, that he: was working on a five 
years’ development plan. He hoped to 
haye at least 100 persons employed at the 
end of the first vear’s operations, and 250° 
at the end of five years. With the instal- 
lation of the additional machinery webs of 
all descriptions for the furniture trades, 
the Army, horse traffic, motor bodies, etc., 


would be manufactured at Ennis. From 
this point the mills would progress 
to the manufacture of embroidery, 


torchon laces, and fringes for various 
purposes, such as lamp shades, mantle 
covers and the like. There would 
also be produced twisted cords and 
gimps and at the end of five years he hoped 
the mills would be also engaged in the | 
manufacture of electric cable flex, surgical 
webbings and muslin cloth. 


INCREASED OUTPUT 


Mr, Chapman mentioned that the output 
of the factory had steadily increased from 
the beginning until it was now capable of 
supplying all the needs of the Free State 
with every article at present being manu- 
factured in the mills. In: seven ‘months 
the staff had increased from seven to 
seventy. A ready market had been found 
in this country for the products of the 
mills, and the promise given to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, who, 
when issuing a licence to manufacture, 
asked that the articles produced in Ennis 
would not be inferior in quality to the

These clear September days, after nights

This adventure, as 

Whymper, runs as follows. It tells how 
one William Phipps, a humble person, 
and one of the early deep sea divers to 
boot, founded the noble house of Mul- 
grave. “He was the son of a black- 
smith, and in 1663 devised a plan for 
recovering the treasures on board a 
Spansh ship which had sunk off the 
coasts of Hispaniola.’’ Charles IJ. lent 
him a ship and all that he required; but 
the expedition was a failure, and Phipps 
sank into almost abject poverty. 

But he was a man of great energy, and 
a little later managed to interest the 
Duke of Albemarle and others, who sub- 
scribed for a second attempt. In 1667 
Phipps embarked on a vessel cf 200 tons 
burthen, having undertaken to divide the 
profits between the shareholders who 
represented the associated capital in pro- 
portion to their subscriptions. 

At first he was unsuccessful, but just as 
he was on the point of despair “ found 
his gold mine.” Phipps then returned 
té England with £200.000, of which, the 


Duke received £90,000 and Phipps 
£20,000.

Italy grows at the rate of 500,000 a year. 
Ab ssinia will provido a home for ten 
mil Há Italians, who cre a hard-working 
people. 

“Mussolini has no piggy interest, only 
that of the people. He has done more in 
these years than has been done by all the 
Governments before put together, and he is 
single-minded, and has no interest in life 
but the welfure of the people. Italy is a 
wonderful example of what can be done for 
a country where you have a head who is 
quite selfless and lives each moment of his 
life for his country. Since he was left some 
money sufficient for himself and his family 
he has not taken a penny for his work as 
Prime Minister. A pity there are not more 
like him.”’ |

The Fays of the Abbey Theatre, By W. G. 
Fay and Catherine Carswell. London: Rich 
and Cowan. 10s. 6d. net. 


FE people. are better gualified than 
i Mr. W. G. Fay to speak of the early 
stages in the Abbey’s honourable, though 
stormy, history. He was one of the little 
'roup of men. and women who, literally, 
made the theatre, and his own contribu- 
tion was not less valuable nor less coura- 
geous than that of his fellows. If the 
playwrights supplied the ideas for the new 
dramatic movement, and Miss Horniman 
cave 1t a home, we can say also that 


' Air, W. G. Fay gave it the means of ex- 


pression ; for it was he who built up the 
company of players and founded the 
modern Irish tradition of acting. With- 
out the work of the Fay brothers it is cer- 


tain that the Irish dramatic revival would 


have had small chance of success—if, in- 
deed, it had been able to exist at all. 

It was at the memorable first perform- 
ance of ‘‘ The Countess Cathleen” that 
their paths crossed that of the literary 
side pf the movement. The Fays, with 
an enthusiasm for acting which already 
had found its expression in a local society 


_of amateurs, and had led “ W. G.” to! 
adopt a nomadic life with various tour- 


ing dompanies’ in Ireland and England, 
went down to the Antient Concert ms 
to see what the newly-formed Irish Lite- 
rary Theatre was likely to do. They were 
delighted both with the play and the pro- 
duction ; “‘ yet, even so,” says the pot gk 
‘there seemed to be something missing.”’ 
The actors were not Irish. 

From the realisation of this lack came 
the idea of a company of Irish players, 
in the end it was formed from the 
nucleps of the “Ormond Dramatic 
Sociefy,” which the Fays had built up

ign was “ A.E.’s”’ “Deirdre”; the 
, characteristically, had begun by

. “Deirdre” and Mr. Yeats’s “ Kathleen 


Ni Houlihan ” were produced together in 
April, 1902, and from that day the Abbey 
Theatre began to exist in embryo. The 
success of the two plays was so great that 
it led to the formation of the Irish 
National Theatre Society—not to be con- 


fused with the Irish Literary Theatre 


Society, whose activities already had come 
to an énd—and the new company began 
its search for a home. 


An ‘Uncomfortable Home 


The record of those early years was well 
worth keeping. Lower Camden street was 
the first resting-place—‘‘ a very small hall, 
in a woeful,state of dilapidation,’’ which 
consisted of little more than four walls 
and a roof. The “ theatre ” opened in 
December, 1902," but, as Mr. Fay admits 
rather ruefully, it was not a very success- 
ful opening. ‘‘ The hall was cold, and so 
was the audience,” he recalls, “if you 
could call the few that turned up an 
audience. The roof leaked. The stage 
was so small that you couldn’t swing a 
kitten, let alone a cat. ....

It was in respect of natural increase that 
Australia’s population figures were most dis- 
turbing Her birthrate to-day was one of the 
lowest in the world. The average age of 
population was rapidly rising, and the pro- 
portion of youth declining. The natural in- 
crease for 1931 was half that of 1891. The 
solution was immigration or ultimate invasion. 

Japan,. in dealing with her pressure of 
population, had chosen the only means con- 
sistent with her exalted nationalism. She 
had extended to the Equator, in the South— 
her sampans were permanently established on 
the north coast of Australia—she extended to 
the Arctic North, and was developing a new 
contest. with the Soviet for Sakhalien and its 
fuel supplies, and in the West she had 
absorbed Seachain and dominated Móongoli:.

The long uncertainty regarding France's- 
attitude towards the, Italo-Ethiopian dis- 
pute at last has been dissipated. In a 
speech that was worthy of his country’s 
finest traditions M. Laval yesterday made 
a categorical statement of French policy | 
to the Assembly of the League of Nations 
at Geneva, and the great enthusiasm with 


that the other nations needed only a lead 
to rally them to the side of international 
justice, The French Premier declared with 
emphasis that France would support the 
Covenant, come what might. It was the 
corner stone of French policy, Every agree- 
ment that had been made in recent years 
by French Governments either had begun 
or had ended at Geneva, and in the future

M. Laval made particular 
reference to Sir Samuel Hoare’s frank 
statement of the previous day, and was. 
most careful to interpret the British 
thesis as a guarantee to uphold the prin- 
ciples of the Covenant, not alone in the 
case of Italy versus Abyssinia, but also in 
the case of all other aggressors, present 
or to come.

From the outset it has contended that the 
whole future of: the League of Nations 
would depend on its decision regarding 
Abyssinia. If it should allow Italy to 
invade the territory of one of its member- 
States without any kind of effective 
protest it would surrender all its prin- 
ciples, and would cease to have the 
slightest moral power in the world. 
Openly and privately British Ministers at 
home and in Geneva took their stand on 
the Covenant, and, not for the first time 
in modern history, surprised their critics 
by the high standards of international 
morality to which they submitted their 
policy. At first it seemed as if France 
would refuse to associate herself with the 
British point of view; and, in all the 
circumstances, nobody can blame the 
French Government for its hesitation. 
Now that M. Laval has spoken so clearly. 
however, there no longer can be the least 
doubt of Franco-British solidarity. Paris 
and London have made common cause and 
have given a new lease of life to the 


Surely Signor Mussolini now will stay 
his hand. France’s action yesterday is 
almost certain to prove decisive at Geneva, 
and not only the Little Entente, but most 
of the other Powers that are represented 
on the League will support the Franco- 
British attitude. Already the delegate of 
the Union of South Africa has pledged his 
country to support the League in the 
enforcement of ‘‘ sanctions ” if that grave 
decision should be taken; and it is 
manifest that the great mass of world 
opinion is strongly opposed to Signor 
Mussolini.

The Celtic Congress 


It is not unfair to say that many of 
the speakers at this year’s Celtic Congress” 
have sought to lock the stable door after 
the horse has escaped—or, as they might 
hold, has been stolen. It. is right, 
indeed, that some effort should be made 
to preserve the Celtic languages and the 
Celtic forms of art, but there does seem 
to be a fallacy underlying the point of 
view that these things represent a form oi 
civilisation which must be preserved 
against the civilisation of England or 
France. Several hundred years have 
passed since the problem could be stated 
in those terms. Several hundred years 
ago the Celtic tradition was strong enough 
in Ireland, Wales, Scotland and Brittany 
to make such a resistance worth while, 
and a call to defend the old forms of life 
against outside pressure might have had 
? 9 2758ponse. In the twentieth 
ry ha such a plea any practical 
i atic nf? Tt is very hard to divorce 
te: e things from sentiment—from argu- 
ments as to what should, or should not, 
have taken place, and from debates as to 
whether certain developments were just or 
-anjust—but one must escape from senti- 
ment in order to see them in their proper 
light. What has happened in all the 
Celtic centres is that the invading civilisa- 
tion has secured a foothold, and much 
more than a foothold. It has reached 
the stage when it is no longer an invader, 
but a native; and any attempt to expel 
it now from Ireland or Brittany will have 
no better chance of success than an 
attempt in England to counteract the 
Norman Conquest. For better, or for 
worse, it has become a part of the life of 
the country, and, therefore, there is a 
curious air of unreality about many of 
the statements which have been made this 
week in Cardiff. Professor Daniels, for 
example, spoke of “ fighting the battle of 
our Celtic civilisation against an Imperial 
Power greater than Rome ' ; spoke of the 
Pan-Celtic consciousness, and described 
the need of the Celts to struggle against 
outside influences... Do his words mean

‘anything when translated into cold fact? 


Is it possible, at this late hour, to dis- 
entangle the roots of a Celtic civilisation 
from those roots which have become so 
closely intertwined with it? For an 
answer one. need go no further than the 
Free State, where the effort has been 
Superficially, the Gaelic side of 
our life has made great progress—by com- 
pulsion—but there is truth in a Welsh 
newspaper’s remark that the revival has 
been due, not to popular demand, but to 
political pressure, Great sums have been 
spent upon it by successive Governments ;

Road and Rail 


fn Great Britain, as in other countries, 
a stern fight is in progress between the 
railways and the roads. Even in the 
opening years of the post-war period it 
was clear that such a conflict must come, 
and the extremely rapid development 
which has taken place in all the branches 
of motor transport has suggested to many 
writers on the subject that the railways 
are doomed to gradual extinction. They 
entered into the fight with certain handi- 
caps, some the legacies of the war period 
and others imposed upon them by the 
grave strikes of the time and the general 
atmosphere of uneasiness to which recur- 
reut hints .of nationalisation gave rise. 
The science of motor traction, on the other 
hand, was young and vigorous. For some 
years the railways seemed to face defeat, 
and almost to expect it. More recently, 
however, it has become clear that the 
victory of the roads is unlikely to be either 
so swift or so complete as it was promised 
to be. The British railways have perceived . 
that, while a considerable part of their 
passenger traffic for short distances must 
be lost to the roads, an improved standard 
in speed and comfort is an almost certain 
defence against the competition of the 
omnibus in longer journeys. Accordingly, 
trains have been made faster and accom- 
modation more luxurious. The provision 
of “summer” and other tickets at a 
reduced rate has proved a good weapon 
against the omnibus, one of whose attrac- 
tions is its low fares. For the carriage of 
goods competition has been; and continues 
to be, very keen, but here again the rail- 
ways have met it with an increase of 
speed: When the course of events is 
surveyed, it seems safe to suggest that the 
present year has seen the fight enter upon 
a new stage. In all branches of loco-

South 
Africa’s is the first official delegate to 
proclaim that his country will not recoil 
even from sanctions. 

Mr. Te Water said :—‘‘ The Union of

It is said that an old Arab sweet 
merchant was bribed by Italian agents in 
Djibouti (French Somaliland) to go to 
Abyssinia. ostensibly on business and 
commit the outrage. The plot is stated to 
have been discovered by a Somali woman, 
who denounced the Arab to the 
Ethiopian consul at Djibouti. 

When the Arab crossed the frontier he 
was arrested. It is gig that many 
packets of poison and 5, French francs 
were found upon him. 


FIGHTERS RALLY 


Tens of thousands of Somalis are rally- 
ing to the Ethiopian colours. Armed with 
rifles of various old patterns and swords, 
they are gathering around Daghpur. One 
of the most fiery leaders, Geradmash 
Afwark, is impatiently waiting for an 
Italian advance to begin, and is seeking 
permission from the Emperor to launch 
an immediate attack on Italian Somali- 
land. 

Other forces in the Ogaden are reported 
to include 10,600 troops trained by Belgian 
officers and armed with modern rifles- 
They are accompanied by a small detach- 
ment of cavalry and a camel corps. 

The Emperor has made a personal 
appeal to the _ Imam of the Yemen not to 
sell cattle, grain and other necessaries to 
the Italian forces. It is reported that the 
Imam has agreed, and a special envoy 
bringing fifteen tons of gifts for the Imam 


has been despatched by the Emperor. It 


is understood that this envoy will organise 
an. anti-Italian campaign in the Yemen. 
Twelve Catholic ambharras -have been 
arrested at Jijiga on charges of espionage 
on behalf of Italy. 


CAVES FOR SHELTER 


Many of the inhabitants of Harrar are 
digging caves in the mountains as shelters 
against the expected Italian aid raids. One 
such cave collapsed, killing five women 
and children. 

In the country of the fierce Danakils 
all the chiefs have taken oaths of loyalty 
to the Emperor. They are now reported to 
be happily engaged in raiding bands of 
French Somalis, who are stated to have 


crossed into Ethiopia with the object of 


stealing cattle, sheep and yoats, which 
they hope to sell to the Italian troops. 
Diredawa is now an armed camp, swarm- 
ing with thousands of soldiers. It is being 
used as a concentration point for troops 
arriving from Western Ethiopia.

Haile Selassie, Emperor of Ethiopia, 
broadcast a message to Europe last night. 
The Emperor spoke in French. At the 
conclusion an English translation was 
given, 

The Emperor spoke about the incident 
at Wal Wal and said it was in itself a 
commonplace incident, which, under the 
general principles of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations and the special provi- 
sions of the Italo-Ethiopian Treaty of 
1928, should have had an immediate and 
rapid arbitral solution. 

The decision of the arbitrators, includ- 
ing two Italians, had been unanimous, 
and was that neither Ethiopia nor Italy 
could be held responsible for this incident. 
Thus the Italian demand, which was 
intended to make it appear that the 
Ethiopian Government was culpable of 
aggression at Wal Wal, was now defi- 
nitely set aside and this excuse for an 
Italian-Ethiopian war has disappeared. 


PART OF ETHIOPIA 

Italy had always obstinately refused to 
submit to arbitration the question of 
whether Wal Wal belonged to Ethiopia 
or Italy. Such arbitration would show 
that Wal Wal was an integral part of 
the Ethiopian Empire, even if this did not 
appear from the official map published by 
the Italian Minister of the Colonies. 

Now that the pretext of Wal Wal had 
vanished, in order to make war on 
Ethiopia, Italy, after having obtained 
from the Powers their refusal to permit 
Ethiopia to purchase armaments and 
munitions which Ethiopia did not manu- 
facture and which were necessary for her 
defence, sought to discredit the Ethiopian 
people and their Government before world 
opinion by eharacterising them as a 
barbarous people whom it was necessary 
to civilise.

look to Ireland for leadership,” said the 
article, “ is subject to the criticism that 
the Celtic revival in that country is due 
not to popular demand, but to political 
pressure and compulsion.”’ 
At the outset of the session Professor 
Agnes O’Farrelly, speaking of the leader, 
said that it was absolutely incorrect for the 
Western Mail to suggest that the Irish 
renaissance movement was subsequent to 
the political movement, because, in fact, 
it was anterior to it. Further, the Celtic 
Congress was not an antiquarian body, but 
a live force in the world of to-day. 


WELSH HOME RULE 


Mr. G. Jones, Cardiff, said: ‘‘ That is a 
civilised paper in a civilised country ; that 
is the sort of thing we Welsh Nationalists 
have to put up with—this working against 
the language in Wales by imperial institu- 
tions.”’ 

In regard to Celticism among students 
he said: “ The Welsh Universities have to 
compete with the ‘directly purposeful " 
English Universities in preparing students 
for the professions,” and continued: “This 
spirit of fear among the people, and their 
anxiety about keeping jobs is paralysing 
the Nationalist movement in Wales to-day., 
The cure for this anti-Welsh activity is 
Home Rule for Wales.” 


COMPULSION DENIED 


Miss Roisin Walsh, Chief Librarian, 
City of Dublin Public Libraries, before 
reading her paper on: ‘‘ The Place of 
Libraries in the Revival of he 
Language,’’ also referred to the Welsh 
paper s criticism. ‘It is nonsense to talk 
about the Government forcing the Irish 
language down our throats,’’ she said. 
'“ Old people, and people who are fixed and 
ossified in their ideas, find difficulty in 
learning Irish, but the young people are 
enthusiastic and are ‘learning it extra- 
ordinarily well.” 

Miss Walsh added that they might 
never have the people speaking the pure 
Irish of Professor O’Maille, who came 
from an Izish-speaking district, and a 
good many purists regretted the introduc- 
tion of cemgain new words into the lan- 


guage. 
A LIBRARY INQUIRY 


State libraries and the Government, an 
important annouucement was made by 
Miss Walsh before reading her paper.

Witness said that the Government could, 
of course, put in a boring plant on the pro- 
perty and see what it was worth, but he 
doubted very much if they were going to get 
much practical results, whereas the system 
of charging a nagenty on stuff 
enterprise was the best way of handling the 
matter. A small boring plant, with a couple 
of lads to work it, doing a foot a day or so, 
would cost about £200, 

Mr. J. Leydon, Secretary of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, in reply to the

The Chairman asked if this thing were a 
good proposition would it not be considered

The Chairman ‘asked if a paragraph» in the 
letter suggested that shares should be rather 
subscribed for abroad than by their own 
people, did not that create the impression 
that the thing was eae speculative.

He would not. regard 
the paragraph as an indication that this was 
a dud_ proposition, as had been asserted 
There was no direct action taken on the 
letter. Before the Department could take 
any final decision they should have the terms 
of the actual sub-lease before them. They 
were aware that friction had developed be- 
tween the parties about. the time that the 
agreement was concluded, It was not at all 
certain, as far as the Department was con- 
cerned, that the question of putting the agree- 
ment into operation would ever arise, and 
it was not at all unreasonable that they 
should wait for the result of the prospecting 
operations, Finally: he might point out, he 
said, that there could be no question of 
raising money, and no harm could be done 
until the Minister consented to the giving of 
the sub-lease. He could not conceive any 
issue to the public without a sub-lease, 

In reply. to the chairman, the witness said 
that the Department felt they had complete 
control over the original lessees, and that this 
agreement did not transfer the ownership of 
the mining rights to anybody else. 

As far as his department was concerned in 
that particular lease, they had administered 
the law as they had found it. .
